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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 60,61,69,71-73,77-80 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
spinal prosthesis having ellipsoid process portions and coupled together with a 
bolt and a plurality of cams in a plurality of grooves within the coupling portion 
that is configured to be elastically deformable was found to be novel. The prior 
art did teach coupling two process portions with a bolt, but failed to teach using 
cams within grooves in combination with a bolt in an interspinal prosthesis.
